Wages of Farm«laborers in England. 
The Notes on the Agricultural Districts, pub- 


lished in the London Chionicle, represent the 
wages of laborers as extremely low—lower, in 
fact, than those of the operatives in the factories. 
The writer says— 


I find, that on the most ol the farms in this 


dietrict, [Berkshire] two out of three ploughs, 
and two out of three wagons and horses, are 
managed by young-men under twenty yeais 
of age, whose wages vary from three to five 
shilifngs a week, never exceeding, and seldom 
reaching six, but sometimes for boys, who are 
hired by the year, »nd who are at woik sixteen 
hours a d»y, as low as twosbillings awwk.
